April 20.— The present 
sensation al drop in the price of pota­ 
toes may 
mean cheap er food of all 
kinds. 
F a n n e r s are clos lr- out their 
supply of old potatoes f r as little as 
2d cen ts a bushel, which is the lowest 
price in many years. Otho: foods also 
are cheaper. 
A s a result of its in v es­ 
tigations, th*- A m erican Agri*-uhurist 
for April 23 will say: 
"A m arked d eclin e has occurred in 
the prices of certain food produ* ts. lf 
this decline con tin u es much longer th** 
co m m issio n s 
that 
are 
investigatin g 
I high prices will find th em selv es out of 
1 a job. 
"Compared 
to

wheat last year, the market at Chica­ 
go sh ow s a de* line of IT cen ts. 
T he

high est prices of last year, to rn is off 
24 per cen t and wheat 14 per cent,
